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Public Urged To Attend Meeting 
on Metro Airport Expansion 


By Dennis Oakes, Community Devel- 
opment Director, City of Romulus 
Wayne County officials are at- 

tending a public meeting — to be held 
at Romulus City Hall, 11111 Wayne 
Road, on Tuesday, February 9, at 
7:30 p.m. — to discuss their current 
proposals for expansion of Metro Air- 
port and residential noise abatement. 
Various plans for the expansion have 

| been discussed since 1988, and a 
portion of the program is already un- 
derway. Other portions of the program 
are still unfunded, and depend on the 
County's ability to successfully sell 
bonds to be paid off by a proposed $3 
per passenger fee (PFC). City offi- 
cials and staff have been involved in 
studies of the proposed Airport expan- 
sion, and have servedon various com- 
mittees examining noise abatement 
programs. 

| __ For years, 
been circulating in Romulus concern- 
ing the Airport expansion plans. The 
following is a summary of information 
that has been provided to the City by 
County officials.

In addition, Wayne County is 
proposing to spend $88 million for 
noise mitigation, including soundproof- 
ing or purchasing up to 670 homes in 
Romulus. Eleven million dollars ofthat 
amount is budgeted for purchasing 
homes located within the 75 dnl (deci- 
bel noise level) noise contour, and 
$54 million for installation of sound 
insulation or market-value purchase 
of homes within the 70—75 dn! noise 
contour area. 

It should be noted that the sale of 
homes to Wayne County within the 
70-75 dnl noise contour are at the 
option of the owner. These home- 
owners will not be forced to accept the 
County's purchase offer, which will be 
based on anindependent appraiser's 
estimate of market value. Neither will 


_ the 2 County | e obligated to buy these 
homes at IBIS NIgHer than the ap- 


praised value. 

In addition, residents of approxi- 
mately 880 homes in Romulus in the 
65-70 dnl contour, plus hundreds in 
other communities, ‘will’ be offered 
soundproofing or purchase'assurance. 
According to the County, purchase 
assurance | guarantees the: home- 
owner the difference betweenthe sell- 
ing price and actual market value. 

Other aspects of the expansion 
are‘already underway, including con- 
struction of a second crosswind run- 
way near Eureka Road, construction 
of the first tunnel needed for the south 
access road, andconstruction of noise 
berms. 

Properties’ purchased by the 
County for noise abatement are sup- 
posed to be cleared and marketed for 


‘noise-compatible uses. These areas 
are currently shown onthe City's Mas- 


ter Land Use'Plan as designated for 
industrial use: 
As withall the other elements of 


~\the proposed Airport expansion pro- 


gram, the residential noise abatement 
program is subject to the future avail- 
ability of funds and requires final ap- 
proval by the Wayne County Commis- 
sion. Because of the sizable cost of 
this ambitious program and the vari- 
ous approvals that are needed, the 
schedule provided by the County for 
its implementation is very much sub- 
ject to change. 

Romulus residents are encour- 
aged to attendthe meeting and partici- 
pate in this program's formation. 0

In December, the American Medical 
Association (AMA) issued new guide- 
lines to improve the health of our young 
people. Specifically, the guidelines in- 
clude a recommendation that people 
ages 11 to 21 receive annual checkups 
that include screening for emotional and 
sexual problems and eating disorders. 
According to the director of the AMA's 
Department of Adolescent Health, Dr. 
Arthur Elster, that age group "puts itself 
at risk through life-style behavior such as 
experimenting with drugs and unsafe 
sexual practices." ; 

Traditionally, once children get into 
the preadolescent years, the regularity 
of physical exams decreases. We all 
take the time to get our little ones to the 
doctorfor acheckup and immunizations, 
but, once they no longer need regular 
shots, they stop seeing the doctor ona 
regular basis. 

At the Health Center, we see many 
students who say that they haven't seen 
a doctor since they were five years old. 
Many others do not even have a regular 
doctor. One parent told me that her 14- 
year-old daughter had never been to a 
doctor in her life except when she was 
sick, and that no one had ever examined 
the girl thoroughly. 

The purpose of the AMA guidelines 
—and, hopefully, these guidelines will be 
followed by Area physicians — is the 
creation of a stronger emphasis on pre- 
vention in the treatment of the health 
problems of adolescents, as opposed to 
a symptom-complaint approach (they 
complain of a problem and it is treated). 


AMA's New Guidelines on Teen Health 





The guidelines developed include 
the following recommendations. 

* All adolescents should be screened 
for eating disorders. 

« Alladolescents shouldbe asked about 
tobacco, alcohol, and drug use. 

« Sexually active adolescents should 
be screened for sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

* All adolescents should be offered 
confidential AIDS testing if the cir- 
cumstances indicate that the test 
should be done. 

e All adolescents should be screened 
for high blood-pressure and heart- 
disease risks. 

Amajor worry for many physicians is 
that teens aren't always as honest as 
they should be about their problems and 
risky activities, especially where sexual 
activity, drugs, alcohol, and family prob- 
lems are concerned. These guidelines 
will focus on encouraging physicians and 
others to be more alert to potential prob- 
lems with this age group. 

Romulus Adolescent Health Center 
is located in Romulus High School. The 
Center serves Romulus residents ages 
10-21, and special-education students 
to age 26. Children to age five can re- 
ceive immunizations. Blue Cross, Medi- 
caid, and private insurances are accept- 
ed. Fees are affordable and vary accord- 
ing to the patient's ability to pay. No one 
is denied services if unable to pay. Ap- 
pointments are usually necessary; some 
walk-ins are accepted. Parents must sign 
a consent form for their child to be seen 
at the Center. Call 941-1400 for appoint- 
ments or information.

Other things to remember: 

° Never drive acar or truck onto frozen 
lakes to your fishing spot because 
harmonic vibrations set up by heavy, 
moving vehicles may crack the thick- 
est ice. 


* Not all waters freeze evenly. Ice may © 


be solid and safe in one location 


while, a few feet away, springs, Cur- ~ 
rents, or air bubbles may mean a. 


dangerously thin covering. Eroding 


currents make river ice especially. ; 


dangerous and unpredictable. Stay 
off frozen streams. 

* Clear ice has been quickly frozen 
and, generally, is harder and will sup- 
port more weight than "milk ice" filled 
with snow or air bubbles. Darkly dis- 
colored ice indicates thin spots and 
should be avoided. 

* Expansion of freezing ice on certain 
large lakes and protected Great Lakes 
bays occasionally forces the ice 
sheets upward into ridges, leaving 
open water between the fractured 
shards. 


; « Beware of potential danger on ice 


next to piers, wharves, seawalls, pil- 


ings, and floating debris, such as 
abandoned fishing shanties, because 
it's usually thinner than the rest of the 
ice. 

One of the most comfortable ways to 
enjoy ice fishing is in a heated shanty — 
but, again, some important precautions 
are necessary: 

« Make surethat your heater is properly 
vented to avoid deadly carbon mon- 
oxide gas. 

¢ Bottled gas (propane, butane, and 
natural gas) heaters may require the 
crack of a window or door for ventila- 
tion, but charcoal and wood burners 
need to be vented with a chimney of 
appropriate design. 

Proper dress and eating habits are 
important, too, on your ice-fishing ven- 
ture, AAA Michigan. advises. 

Dressing in layers is the ticket, so 
that outer garments can be peeled off if 
you get to warm. Because: most heat- 
loss occurs through the head, wearing a 
hat is vital, as is'covering extremities 
such as feet, hands, and ears, which 
receive less blood circulation. 

‘Dehydration in'dry winter air is as 
mucha problem as it is in summer. Avoid 
alcoholic beverages because alcohol 
restricts blood vessels, hampering blood 
flow to extremities. Frequent snacks of 
high-energy foods such as dried fruit, 
granola, trail mix, nuts, or carbohydrates 
is desirable. "oe 

A well-prepared angler also carries 
at least 50 feet of synthetic rope to help 
others who may fall through thin ice; a 
spud or heavy ice chisel to probe ice 
thickness; and two spikes or large nails 
to help himself/herself should he/she 
plunge into the water. 

In this worst-case scenario, orient 
your body in a horizontal position, as if 
swimming. Place your hands, palms 
down, on the ice surface and attempt to 
do a "push-up" while using a swimming 
kick to thrust you out of the hole onto safe 
ice; then roll to safety. Stand only after 
reaching safe ice; then go immediately to 
shore to change clothes and warm up. 
Spikes or large nails, pushed into the 
surrounding ice, also can help you pull to 
safety.
